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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

As  in  the  past,  your  Selectmen's  report  is  intended  to  cover  what 
lias  transpired  this  past  year  and  give  some  insight  into  the  future  of 
our  town. 

The  main  undertaking  this  past  year  has  been  the  construction  of 
our  new  well  and  water  distribution  system  from  the  lake  area.  As  of 
this  writing  the  construction  is  almost  completed  and  the  system  will 
be  in  operation  early  spring.  This  new  well  and  supply  system  will 
insure  an  adequate  water  supply  to  our  town  and  industries  plus  provide 
new  water  service  to  the  Newfound  lake  area  for  many  years  to  come. 

Your  Selectmen  as  administrators  of  all  town  approved  funds  are 
pleased  to  report  that  the  town  business  as  of  fiscal  year  1980  was 
within  the  approved  budget  and  again  money  was  returned  to  the  town 
surplus. 

There  are  two  major  expenditures  in  this  year's  budget,  a  new 
town  truck  and  plow  for  maintenance  of  our  highways  and  a  new  fire 
truck  for  our  mutual  protection.  These  pieces  of  equipment  have  both 
the  approval  of  your  Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee.  Your  Select- 
men, after  careful  review  of  all  budgetary  requests  recommend  both 
these  expenditures. 

Our  town  has  shown  and  will  continue  to  show  a  steady  and  solid 
growth  within  our  healthy  industries  and  recreational  areas  which 
in  turn  gives  us  a  solid  tax  base. 

Major  future  undertakings  will  be  the  continued  expansion  of  our 
water  and  sewer  system  to  service  as  many  people  in  our  town  as 
financially  possible. 

The  future  of  our  town,  with  proper  planning  and  controls  should 
be  both  rewarding  and  satisfying  to  us  all.  This  can  only  be  brought 
about  by  people  getting  involved  in  town  government. 

Once  again  your  Selectmen  want  to  thank  all  members  of  our  town 
family  -  both  appointed  and  elected  -  who  give  their  time  and  effort 
for  the  general  good  of  all.

1980  was  a  year  of  relatively  little  change  in  these  two  offices. 

Auto  registrations  leveled  off  this  year  with  both  number  and 
revenue  being  about  the  same.  Vital  statistics  were  just  about  the  same 
as  the  previous  year. 

Registrations  seem  to  be  going  smoothly  and  coming  back  in  a 
timely  manner.  Be  sure  and  remember  that  you  must  renew  your 
registration  during  your  birthday  month  each  year.  Also  be  sure  and 
check  your  licenses  to  be  sure  that  they  do  not  run  out  on  your  birth- 
day as  the  computer  in  Concord  is  missing  a  lot  of  them  and  thus  they 
are  failing  to  notify  you  when  they  should. 

In  spite  of  the  tight  money  and  the  increase  in  everything,  including 
your  taxes,  I  received  payment  on  about  82%  of  them  by  December  31st. 
Several  of  our  older  citizens  have  either  moved  into  the  new  elderly 
housing  units  or  passed  away  and  their  homes  have  been  bought  up  by 
younger  persons  coming  into  our  town. 

My  office  hours  are  Monday  9  to  5,  Tuesday  through  Friday  9  to  1 
and  Thursday  evening  7  to  9.  Hunting  and  Fishing  licenses  are  still 
available  for  your  convenience. 

Again  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  serve  you.  I  am  always  open  to 
suggestions  as  to  ways  I  can  better  serve  you.

The  newly  inaugurated  Paperback  Swap  Rack  continues  to  grow 
in  popularity,  and  additional  facilities  and  space  will  be  required  to 
supplement  this  phase  of  the  Library  Program.  During  the  year  $2,564 
was  expended  for  the  purchase  of  new  books,  resulting  in  the  addition 
of  approximately  367  books  to  the  library  shelves.  Since  the  annual 
Book  Sale  did  not  retire  anywhere  near  that  number  from  active 
service;  somewhere  in  future  time,  a  space  problem  will  present  itself. 

The  big  project  this  past  year  for  the  library  has  been  the  comple- 
tion of  the  installation  of  either  aluminum  storm  windows  or  plexy- 
glass  custom  fitted  storms  for  the  arched  style  top  windows.  With 
rapidly  increasing  fuel  costs,  and  given  the  high  cathedral  type  library 
ceiling,  this  project  should  pay  for  itself  in  very  short  order. 

The  trustees  this  year  have  also  explored  the  feasibility  of  obtaining 
a  movie  projector  and  related  ancillary  equipment  for  offering  a  program 
of  educational  films;  but  at  this  time,  it  does  not  appear  economically 
viable. 

In  conclusion,  the  trustees  would  like  to  express  their  apprecia- 
tion for  the  dedicated  services  of  all  members  of  the  staff,  and  look 
forward  to  increased  patronage  of  the  library  facilities.

"Energy  Efficiency"  may  be  the  hallmark  of  1980  for  the  Com- 
munity Center.  Much  time  and  effort  is  being  devoted  to  securing  the 
building  against  the  elements  and  conserving  fuel.  Thus  far,  the  building 
has  been  insulated,  a  new  heat  system  has  been  installed  in  the  two 
above  ground  floors,  new  front  doors  have  been  hung  and  the  hot 
water  system  is  now  generated  with  electricity  rather  than  through 
the  fuel  oil  furnace.  Future  plans  include,  among  other  things,  storm 
windows. 

The  success  of  the  Bristol  Community  Center  recreation  program 
is  owed  largely  to  the  countless  numbers  of  volunteers  who  devote 
time  and  person-power  unselfishly.  To  these  people  and  for  the  many 
expressions  of  financial  support,  the  department  is  deeply  grateful. 

1980  activities  were  highlighted  by  our  Winter  Carnival,  the 
popular  "Shamrock  Ball"  dance,  the  first  annual  Newfound  Area  road 
race,  the  addition  of  a  Hire-a-Hand  service,  archery  programs,  a  Bean 
Hole  Bake,  the  Lobster  Supper,  the  summer  program,  year  round  swim 
programs,  a  Tae  Kwon  Do  demonstration  resulting  in  a  weekly  class, 
and  more. 

The  year-round  program  of  recreational  activities  continues  to 
grow  and  to  produce  stimulating  and  varied  opportunities  for  all  the 
residents  of  the  Newfound  Area.

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BRISTOL  WATER  COMMISSION 

The  new  water  supply  from  the  Fowler  River  pumping  station 
has  been  finally  placed  into  daily  operation.  There  will  be  a  period  of 
shakedown  necessary  in  order  to  eliminate  minor  problems  which 
surely  will  arise.  If  any  customer  realizes  a  change  in  his  or  her  water 
service,  that  concerns  them,  we  request  that  you  notify  the  Water 
Department  so  that  we  may  promptly  check  into  the  situation. 

The  emergency  experienced  by  extremely  low  water  table  at  the 
Storm  Center  in  the  Fall  of  1979  has  not  reoccurred.  However,  current 
reports  indicate  that  the  water  table  throughout  all  the  Northeast  has 
dropped  drastically.  Thus  our  new  pumping  system  has  become  one  of 
Bristol's  most  valuable  assets. 

A  radio  communication  system  was  placed  in  service  this  year.  It 
is  used  by  both  the  Water  and  Sewer  Departments  and  on  one  occasion 
by  the  Fire  Department.  The  system  consists  of  a  Base  Station,  located 
in  the  Municipal  Building,  two  mobile  and  two  portable  units.  The 
network  has  proven  to  be  an  exceptionally  valuable  tool  since  direct 
contact  can  be  readily  made  with  our  personnel  when  they  are  out  on 
projects. 

A  minor  change  in  the  water  rates  was  placed  in  effect  as  of 
January  1,  1981.  This  change  was  made  solely  because  of  the  seriously 
large  increases  in  our  electric  power  charges.  To  date  no  adjustments 
have  been  made  which  are  relative  to  the  Lake  Project. 

Future  projects  that  your  Commissioners  are  continually  studying 
and  making  plans  for  to  be  ready  when  funds  become  available  are 
the  following: 

1.  Extension  of  water  into  other  developed  residential  areas:  and 

2.  The  building  of  a  new  water  storage  tank  (approximately  1.3 
million  gallon  capacity)  underground  and  off  the  Mayhew 
Turnpike  on  the  land  acquired  as  a  gift  from  Phyllis  (Hopkins) 
Burkush  to  the  Town  of  Bristol. 

The  Water  Commissioners  announce  that  they  meet  regularly 
on  the  Second  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  7  P.M.  in  the  Municipal 
Building.  We  encourage  all  Bristol  Water  Works  customers  to  take 
time  and  be  concerned  with  the  management  and  prosperity  of  the 
Department.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Bristol  Fire  Department  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
summarize  the  fires  and  their  activities  for  the  past  year. 

The  department  responded  to  74  calls  this  past  year.  There  were  2 
structural  fires,  29  chimney  fires,  14  Mutual  Aid  or  out-of-town  calls, 
2  car  or  truck  fires,  1  gas  washdown,  1  gas  fire,  9  false  alarms,  1  furnace, 
2  car  accidents,  4  power  lines  down,  2  miscellaneous,  1  house  alarm, 
5  small  brush  fires  and  1  dumpster. 

The  Fire  Commissioners  have  again  continued  their  inspections 
of  public  buildings  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future  with  the 
hopes  of  preventing  fires.  The  biggest  increase  this  past  year  has  been 
chimney  fires.  With  more  people  burning  wood  the  number  will  probably 
increase  even  more.  With  this  thought  in  mind  the  Commissioners 
hope  that  most  people  will  take  more  time  and  have  their  chimneys 
checked  for  safety  and  also  cleaned  regularly. 

Training  of  the  new  firefighters  as  well  as  the  older  members  is 
still  going  on.  Several  firefighters  attended  the  Lily  Pond  and  Fitz- 
williams  Fire  Schools.  During  the  coming  winter  months  the  companys 
are  preplaning  the  home  for  the  elderly  in  the  square  as  well  as  the 
one  on  Beach  Street,  also  Williams  Lumber  Company.  Training  will 
continue  as  in  the  past  on  a  weekly  basis  and  we  all  hope  that  we  will 
have  fewer  fires  in  the  coming  year  than  we  had  last  year.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND 
STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 


Forest  Fire  Prevention:  Your  Business,  Our  Business,  Good  Busi- 
ness. Forest  fire  prevention  slogans  have  been  seen  in  association  with 
Smokey  Bear  since  the  late  nineteen  forties  when  a  national  effort  to 
check  the  spread  of  forest  fires  was  implemented. 

New  Hampshire  residents  recognized  that  forest  fire  prevention 
and  suppression  was  the  responsibility  of  every  citizen,  a  half  century 
before  this  national  campaign,  when  our  legislature  established  our  first 
forest  fire  laws  in  1903.  Since  that  date,  the  State  has  appointed  a 
town/city  forest  fire  warden  who  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  law 
enforcement  in  his  municipality. 

All  fires  kindled  out  of  doors  when  there  is  no  snow  on  the  ground 
must  be  approved  in  writing  by  the  forest  fire  warden  before  being 
kindled.  All  forest  fires  must  be  suppressed  by  the  warden  and  his 
deputies  as  soon  as  they  are  reported.  The  cost  of  fire  suppression  is 
shared  jointly  by  the  town/city  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as 
are  forest  fire  prevention  and  forest  fire  training  costs. 

This  state  and  local  municipality  cooperative  forest  fire  program 
has  given  New  Hampshire  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the 
United  States.

Looking  to  cost  as  a  factor,  home  health  is  more 
cost  effective  to  the  total  Medicare/Medicaid  system.

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BRISTOL  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Bristol  Planning  Board  has  had  another  busy  year.  There  has 
been  a  large  number  of  sub-divisions.  The  Board  with  the  help  of  Lakes 
Region  Planning  Commission  has  revised  Bristol's  Subdivision  regula- 
tions and  has  prepared  a  new  booklet  making  it  much  easier  for  all 
concerned.  In  addition,  the  Planning  Commission  has  continued  the 
Town's  Environmental  Mapping  Inventory,  completing  the  topographic 
map  and  colored  slope  map  as  well  as  provided  suggested  regulations  for 
the  control  of  commercial  earth  excavations  which  are  consistent  with 
the  State  law  and  provided  initial  review  of  an  historic  dwelling  on  the 
Square  for  possible  future  preservation. 

It  is  anticipated  that  during  the  coming  year  the  Planning  Board 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Lakes  Region  Planning  Commission  will 
initiate  a  new  Town  Comprehensive  Master  Plan.  The  plan  will  include 
four  basic  steps:  (1)  inventory,  (2)  analysis,  (3)  projections  and  (4) 
recommendations.  The  Plan  will  be  developed  with  citizen  participation 
specifically  for  the  Town  of  Bristol  addressing  the  nature  of  the  com- 
munity's problems  and  future  needs. 

A  major  element  of  the  Plan  will  be  to  develop  a  downtown 
improvement  plan  with  analysis  and  recommendations  relating  to 
traffic  circulation  and  parking,  buildings  and  signs— their  quality  and 
condition,  landscaping  and  street  amenities.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  -  1980 


This  past  year  has  seen  the  crime  rate  in  Bristol  remain  about  the 
same  as  it  has  been  in  the  last  year  or  two.  Two  exceptions  are:  rise 
in  theft  cases,  up  25%  over  last  year,  and  a  decrease  in  criminal  mischief 
(vandalism),  down  36%  from  the  previous  year.  There  were  75  DWI 
and  21  Possession  of  Controlled  Drug  cases  in  1980. 

How  can  you  as  a  citizen  take  part  with  the  police  department  in 
crime  prevention?  You  can  aid  in  the  detection  of  crime  in  protecting 
your  own  and  your  neighbor's  property  by  being  alert  and  telephoning 
the  police.  Call  us  at  anytime  you  observe  suspicious  persons  or  happen- 
ings, or  hear  unusual  noises,  either  at  your  home  or  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. Do  not  attempt  a  personal  investigation.  Call  the  Bristol  Police 
Department  at  744-2212.  When  connected  with  your  police  depart- 
ment, state  clearly  what  has  happened  and  most  importantly,  the  exact 
location  where  the  police  are  needed.  Your  call  will  remain  anonymous 
to  the  public. 

In  1980,  with  the  addition  of  a  sixth  full-time  officer,  the  depart- 
ment was  able  to  provide  better  foot  patrol  coverage  in  the  Square  area 
of  the  village  during  early  evening  hours  as  well  as  a  second  officer  later 
at  night  in  the  cruiser. 

Enclosed  with  this  writer's  report  is  a  list  of  statistics  of  several 
areas  handled  by  the  police  department  during  1980. 

During  the  past  few  months  numerous  criminal  matters  have  been 
solved  and  brought  to  a  close  and  for  that  I  want  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  all  of  the  dedicated  law  enforcement  officers  working 
for  the  Town  of  Bristol.  I  also  want  to  thank  the  residents  of  Bristol  for 
their  support  and  cooperation  during  this  past  year.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

The  Conservation  Commission  was  asked  to  act  as  coordinator 
for  a  work  training  program  for  teens  in  need  of  personal  direction 
and  guidance.  We  worked  with  CETA  office  directly  in  setting  up  and 
implementing  a  successful  program.  While  the  program  was  unable  to 
fulfill  all  objectives,  we  feel  it  had  a  positive  impact  on  most  of  the 
participants  and  was  a  success  for  them  and  the  community.  Projects 
worked  on  were  new  boat  ramp  on  Pemi  River,  picnic  tables  on  town 
beaches  and  park,  town  beach  clean  up,  clearing  of  brush  on  Water 
Street  and  scenic  roads. 

The  Commission  has  several  ongoing  projects 

1 .  Mapping  and  identification  of  town  owned  properties 

2.  Mapping  and  identification  of  wetlands 

3.  The  development  of  a  spring  for  public  drinking  water 

This  year  the  Commission  received  in  the  name  of  the  town  from 
Don  and  Jeannette  Martin  of  Brookwood  Park  a  deed  to  a  parcel  of 
land  on  Hall  Road  to  be  designated  as  a  recreation,  conservation  area. 

The  Commission  has  a  current  membership  of  five.  We  make  every 
effort  to  attend  regional  and  state  meetings  to  keep  current  on  con- 
servation at  all  levels  of  government.  Two  of  us  attended  the  state 
meeting  this  year.  We  continue  to  work  with  the  Planning  Board  in 
its  preparation  for  the  inevitable  growth  of  the  town. 

We  regret  the  resignations  of  Don  Martin  who  served  and  led  the 
commission  so  well  and  William  Phinney  who's  expertise  in  conservation 
has  been  of  great  value  to  us.  We  continue  to  call  on  Bill  and  Don  for 
assistance.

ANALYSIS  OF  FINANCIAL  HEALTH 

OF  THE  TOWN 

AND  RELATED  FACTORS 

The  Selectmen  feel  that  the  time  has  arrived  to  include  in  the 
annual  report  a  five  year  overview  of  the  town's  financial  health  in 
addition  to  just  a  yearly  report.  Bristol's  population  continues  to 
change  dramatically.  Many  people  are  not  aware  of  the  town's  financial 
structure,  its  more  recent  capital  investments,  and  where  the  cost 
factors  are  arising.  It  is  with  this  thought  in  mind  that  a  report  of 
this  nature  would  put  the  town's  general  financial  health— along  with 
other  related  areas— into  a  better  perspective  for  all  interested  and 
concerned  citizens  and  taxpayers.  A  general  interpretation  of  several 
categories  is  provided  followed  by  statistical  data  gathered  from  official 
town  records. 

What  has  been  happening  to  Bristol  these  past  five  or  so  years 
insofar  as  taxes,  major  sources  of  income,  town  net  valuation,  surplus, 
exemptions  to  taxes,  capital  outlay,  new  roads  and  school  and  county 
tax  assessments? 

Since  1976,  the  total  tax  rate  has  risen  30%,  or  an  AVERAGE  of 
6%  a  year.  The  so-called  tax  rate  includes  money  raised  by  the  town  for 
not  only  the  town,  but  also  the  schools  (we  are  a  40%  contributor  to 
the  Newfound  School  District)  and  the  county.  Within  this  tax  rate,  the 
town's  share  has  increased  an  average  of  only  a  little  over  3%  a  year. 

The  tax  rate  itself  is  determined  after  all  sources  of  income  are 
subtracted  from  the  authorized  appropriations  (a  figure  determined 
solely  by  the  voters).  Naturally,  the  more  these  incomes  increase,  there 
will  be  less  impact  upon  the  tax  rate.  Over  the  past  five  years,  the 
combined  major  income  sources  have  shown  a  growth  factor  of  29%. 

Another  growth  area,  and  definite  plus  for  the  town,  is  the  huge 
increase  in  surplus.  The  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  in 
Concord  recommends  each  year  a  certain  amount  be  retained  by  the 
town  as  surplus  in  case  of  an  extreme  emergency  causing  a  sudden 
added  expense.  This  would  then  lessen  the  impact  on  the  next  year's 
tax  rate.  Another  reason  for  a  respectable  surplus  is  the  matter  of 
the  town  finding  itself  involved  in  litigation.  A  recent  example  saw  the 
Public  Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire  wanting  a  large  abatement 
in  their  taxes.  The  litigation  lasted  several  years.  Had  the  court  ruled  in 
favor  of  the  company,  the  town  would  have  been  liable  for  the  refund 
plus  interest.  In  this  particular  case,  the  town  won.  But  surplus  serves  as 
a  good  cushion.  The  selectmen  usually  transfer  some  of  the  accumu- 
lated surplus  each  year  toward  helping  reduce  the  tax  rate. 
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Property  valuation  (land  and  building)  is  the  basis  for  the  property 
tax.  The  town  has  to,  by  law,  take  into  account  certain  exemptions 
which  can  be  deducted  from  one's  property  valuation.  In  the  past  five 
years,  the  town  of  Bristol  has  seen  a  sharp  rise  in  these  eligible  exemp- 
tions which  fall  into  the  four  following  categories-blind,  elderly, 
veterans,  and  land  use.  Exemptions  tend  to  dilute  the  tax  base.  All 
but  the  "elderly"  exemption  is  by  state  law.  The  town  several  years  ago 
voted  in  favor  of  the  "elderly. " 

Besides  the  regular  yearly  expenses  of  running  town  government, 
taxes  are  also  used  for  capital  outlay.  These  are  new  building  programs 
coinciding  with  the  town's  growth.  In  1974  a  new  firehouse  was  built. 
Three  years  remain  on  these  notes.  Since  then,  we  have  added  two 
major  sewer  extensions,  Westwood  and  Crescent  Street.  Both  are  paid 
in  full.  Our  new  Public  Works  Building  has  one  note  remaining.  And 
lastly,  our  new  water  system  recently  installed  is  bonded  over  the  next 
30  years  (mandated  by  the  Federal  Government).  With  the  exception  of 
the  new  water  system,  the  town  has  been  inclined  to  pay  off  new 
building  projects  as  soon  as  possible. 

Probably  one  of  the  most  used  and  valuable  investments  by  the 
town  was  that  of  a  tax  map.  Mandated  by  the  state  legislature,  Bristol 
had  professionals  do  the  job.  This  set  of  maps  and  corresponding  records 
is  updated  each  year.  It  is  a  valuable  tool  for  all  parties  concerned. 

General  investments  made  by  the  town  are  shown  in  the  Fire 
Department  Trust  Fund,  Willow  Street  Bridge  Trust  Fund  and  the 
Capital  Reserve  Trust  Fund.  Each  has  a  designated  purpose.  The  first  is 
for  fire  equipment  only;  the  second  is  self-explanatory  and  the  third  is 
for  new  town  equipment.  These  funds  are  working  at  maximum  earn- 
ings until  acted  upon  by  the  voters. 

This  report  cannot  give  at  this  time  the  actual  number  of  new 
homes  and/or  apartments  built  over  the  past  several  years,  but  new  road 
additions  speak  for  themselves.  Since  November  1975  the  town  has 
taken  over  roads  in  Camelot  Acres,  Bear  Mountain  development, 
Holiday  Hills,  Brookwood  Park  and  Maple  Grove  Lane.  A  good  possibil- 
ity in  1 98 1  is  the  Red  Fox  Development  roads.  Nearly  4  miles  of  added 
roads  requires  more  responsibility  for  the  town. 

And  how  do  the  taxpayers  themselves  react  to  paying  taxes  to  run 
their  local  government  in  Bristol?  An  average  of  82%  of  our  taxes  are 
paid  on  time  each  year.  Not  to  single  out  any  particular  group,  it  should 
be  said  that  the  elderly  and  retired  rank  as  one  of  the  most  responsible 
in  meeting  this  particular  tax  commitment. 

In  summary,  it  is  hoped  this  capsule  overview  and  the  accompany- 
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ing  statistics  shall  allow  all  concerned  taxpayers  to  see  just  what  the 
financial  health  of  the  town  is  and  some  other  effects  upon  the  tax 
dollar.  We,  as  your  selectmen,  feel  Bristol  is  in  very  good  financial  shape 
and  with  the  guidance  of  the  budget  committee  and  support  of  you,  the 
taxpayers,  shall  continue  this  trend.
